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The  Local  Government  Board  have  indicated  in  their  circulai 
that  owing  to  present  circumstances  many  of  the  details  which  in 
former  years  they  have  asked  should  be  included  in  the  Annual  Report 
may  be  omitted,  and  the  Report  confined  to  a bare  record  of  what 
has  taken  place  during  the  year.  In  former  Reports  I have 
endeavoured  to  include  all  the  material  asked  for  by  the  Memoranda 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  and  a full  account  has  appeared  of 
the  physical  features,  the  geology,  the  industries,  the  water  supply 
and  Sewerage  of  the  District.  These  will  be  found  in  detail  in  my 
Report  for  1914  and  other  years  and  in  view  of  the  suggestion  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  I propose  to  omit  them  for  this  year. 

Population. — This  estimated  as  described  last  year  is  13,684,  bu 
the  Registrar  General  wishes  the  death  rates  to  be  computed  in  regard 
to  the  ‘ Civilian  Population  ’ which  he  has  estimated  at  12,174,  the 
balance  representing  those  who  are  employed  on  military  service.  If 
deaths  among  these  are  eliminated  from  the  returns  the  number  of 
soldiers  should  be  deducted  from  the  population  upon  which  the 
returns  are  based.  As  however  those  who  are  so  deducted  would 
form  some  of  the  best  lives  of  the  community,  the  resulting  death 
rates  will  tend  to  be  greater  than  if  these  soldiers  had  remained  at 
home  and  been  included  in  the  population  and  taken  their  chance  of 
ordinary  civilian  risks.  So  that  in  comparing  the  death  rates  for  this 
year  with  those  of  former  years  one  must  remember  that  the  conditions 
are  dissimilar  and  comparisons  must  not  be  pressed  too  closely. 

The  Influence  of  the  War. — It  appears  to  have  had  very  little 
influence  on  the  Sanitation  of  the  District.  No  men  have  been 
billeted  and  no  camps  formed,  so  that  no  special  steps  have  been 
taken  to  supervise  the  sanitation  of  military  units. 

The  District  has  had  its  share  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
Country.  Unemployment  is  almost  unknown.  Property  owners  are 
still  asking  that  conversion  of  closets  and  other  repairs  under  statutory 
orders  should  be  deferred  owing  to  increased  prices  of  materials  but 
it  has  not  been  considered  advisable  to  acceed  to  such  proposals. 
The  remarkable  prosperity  of  the  landlords  is  a set-off  against  the 
increased  cost  of  materials. 
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Infant  Death  Rate.— This  is  86.32  the  third  lowest  since  1904. 
The  average  for  these  12  years  is  no,  and  this  is  well  below  the 
County  average  and  the  average  for  the  Large  Towns.  But  last  year  at 
81.3  and  this  year  at  86.32  show  a definite  decline  on  our  average  in 
the  Infant  Death  Rate  Weather  conditions  have  not  been  remarkable. 
There  were  periods  in  the  summer  when  the  rainfall  was  excessive. 
'There  have  been  no  epidemics  of  Zymotics,  only  a few  Sporadic  cases 
and  the  only  deaths  from  these  causes  are  Measles  2,  Whooping 
Cough  2,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  3.  The  bulk  of  the  other  causes 
are  Respiratory  Diseases  8,  Convulsions  7,  Congenital  Deformity  and 
Premature  birth  7,  the  first  series  being  mostly  in  the  winter  months. 
There  has  been  no  infantile  death  from  tuberculosis  of  any  form. 
Thus  the  preventable  forms  of  fatal  disease  are  conspicuous  by  their 
absence,  and  if  we  should  find  this  recur  from  year  to  year,  we  might 
rightly  regard  it  as  a result  of  our  work.  The  saving  of  infant  life  is 
at  no  period  of  our  history  of  more  vital  importance  than  at  the 
present  time  when  our  manhood  is  so  seriously  depleted  as  the  result 
of  the  great  slaughter  contingent  on  this  war.  The  unit  child  has 
acquired  a much  greater  value  to  the  nation,  and  the  place  he  should 
occupy  in  the  ranks  of  the  coming  generation  and  in  the  bulwarks  of 
our  National  Defence  is  incalculable.  So  no  efforts  should  be  spared 
in  progressive  and  intensive  sanitation  to  secure  this  end.  To  this 
end  we  should  press  forward  in  the  efforts  to  secure  the  abolition  of 
the  privy  and  the  ash-pit,  and  the  substitution  of  the  water-closet  and 
sanitary  bins,  the  effective  and  frequent  removal  and  destruction  of 
all  garbage  and  manure  heaps.  Of  scarcely  less  importance  is 
the  more  gradual  conversion  of  slop-closets  into  water-closets.  No 
new  buildings  are  now  allowed  with  slop-closets. 


Another  great  scheme  which  I have  advocated  for  many  years  is 

The  Adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  1907  and  the 
appointment  of  a Health  Visitor. — I am  glad  to  report  that  during  the 
year  this  was  accomplished,  and  the  Health  Visitor,  Miss  Nora 
O’Brien,  commenced  her  duties  on  July  1st.  In  addition  to  her 
duties  as  Health  Visitor,  shealso  makes  enquiries  regard  ingTuberculosis 
cases,  and  cases  of  Measles,  German  Measles,  and  the  non-notifiable 
Diseases.  The  latter  portion  of  her  work  has  assumed  new 
importance  in  view  of  the  Extension  of  the  Notification  of  Infectious 
Diseases  to  Measles  and  German  Measles  and  the  more  ready  means 
whereby  these  cases  become  known. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — This  is  distinctly  light,  being  .902  the 
cases  being  Measles  3,  Diarrhoea  3,  Whooping  Cough  3,  Influenza  1, 
Enteric  Fever  1.

Isolation. — I have  described  the  last  three  years  the  enlargements 
and  improvements  that  have  recently  been  been  made  in  the  Hospital. 
During  the  year  there  were  considerable  intervals  when  the  Hospital 
was  empty,  and  the  opportunity  was  seized  upon  to  thoroughly 
renovate  the  interior  and  exterior,  adding  improved  ventilation. 


In  the  early  part  of  the  year  before  last  an  arrangement  was  made 
for  the  connecting  up  to  the  telephone  service,  which  will  be  a great 
boon  and  a practical  necessity  in  such  an  isolated  spot.  Up  to  the 
time  of  printing  the  Postal  Authorities  have  not  carried  out  the  work. 


The  great  disadvantage  remaining  is  the  condition  of  the  road. 
A private  road  runs  for  about  a quarter  of  a mile  and  is  used  for  more 
than  half  its  distance  by  heavy  carts  conveying  ashes  ‘and  refuse  to 
tips.  The  remainder  of  the  road  to  the  Hospital  is,  however,  in 
good  condition.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  get  the  firms  using  the 
tips  to  deposit  ashes  and  clinkers  on  the  road,  spreading  them  at 
the  same  time.  But  this  does  not  meet  the  necessities  of  the  case, 
and  nothing  but  metalling  the  road  will  serve  the  purpose. 


The  question  of  laying  on  of  water  service  is  still  before  your 
Committee,  but  nothing  has  been  decided  yet. 


Isolation  for  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever  has  been  provided 
for  at  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital  under  certain  conditions. 
Provision  for  Small  Pox  has  been  made  at  the  South  Staffordshire 
Small  Pox  Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  have  been  24  cases  giving  a rate  of  1.97 
per  thousand,  21  of  them  were  admitted  into  the  Hospital. 


Diphtheria. — 3 cases  have  been  notified,  a rate  of . 2 5 per  thousand, 
of  which  none  have  died. 


The  Council  pay  for  Antitoxin,  used  both  for  treatment  and 
prophylactic  purposes,  provided  that  the  patient  or  friends  are  unable 
to  pay  for  it. 

Enteric  Fever.  —After  many  years  of  exemption  we  had  1 case  in 
1912,  5 cases  in  1913,  and  one  case  in  1914.  There  were  2 cases 
this  year,  the  first  died,  and  the  other  was  a relative  who  had  frequent- 
ly visited  him  and  probably  caught  the  infection  direct.  This  second 
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case  had  no  water  closet  and  the  drainage  was  defective  and  leaky  so 
I ordered  her  removal  to  the  General  Hospital,  arranged  for  a bed  for 
her,  and  she  was  in  a perfectly  fit  state  to  be  removed  She  however, 
refused,  and  reiterated  her  refusal  when  a Magistrate’s  order  was  read 
over  to  her.  When  her  convalescence  was  complete  she  was  brought 
belore  the  Stipendiary  Magistrate  and  fined  and  we  hope  this  will 
have  a salutory  effect  upon  the  Community. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. — There  were  three  deaths  from 
each  disease.  Very  few  cases  of  non-notifiable  infectious  disease 
occurred. 


Hitherto  there  has  been  no  machinery  for  dealing  with  these 
cases.  They  are  sometimes  notified  to  me  by  the  Head  Teachers, 
but  by  no  means  every  case.  But  these  notifications  have  formed 
the  basis  of  my  recommendation  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  for 
the  closure  of  schools.  Now  the  Health  Visitor  investigates  all  cases 
of  Measles  and  the  hitherto  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases.  Up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  the  information  was  very  desultory  But  with 
the  advent  of  compulsory  notification  of  Measles  during  the  current 
year  I anticipate  that  a great  deal  of  control  will  be  exercised. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — The  Health  Visitor  now  visits  all  cases 
as  soon  as  notified  and  various  structural  and  sanitary  defects 
have  been  reported  and  corrected.  With  the  working  of  the  Insur- 
ance Act  the  District  has  nothing  to  do. 

Investigation  of  other  Diseases  (Memo.  M 152  of  1914). — 

“ Prevalence  of  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea.”  It  is  generally  believed 
that  there  is  very  little,  at  any  rate  judging  from  hospital  practice. 
The  General  Hospital,  Wolverhampton,  have  equipped  a new  modern 
Pathological  Laboratory,  where  Wasserman’s  Reaction  is  done,  and 
refined  methods  of  detecting  Treponema  pallida  and  Gonococcus  are 
in  use.  It  is  the  routine  practice  to  treat  almost  every  Syphilitic  and 
Parasyphilitic  case  with  frequent  intravenous  injections  of  Galyl. 


Bacteriological  Examinations. — No  specimens  have  been  sent 
up  during  the  year. 


Adoptive  Acts. — These  may  be  again  recorded  for  reference. 
Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  1890,  adopted.  Housing  of 
Working  Classes,  1890,  not  adopted.  Public  Health  Amendment 


Act,  1890,  part  iii.  adopted.  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907, 
adopted.  Housing  and  Town  planning  Act,  1907,  parts  ii.,  iii.,  iv  , 
and  Section  95,  adopted.  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order,  adopted.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  Order,  1910,  adopted 
conditionally. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. — Despite  the  appeals  of  owners 
that  we  should  postpone  our  requirements  till  after  the  war,  the  work 
has  gone  on,  chiefly  the  rounding  up  of  schemes  of  former  years  that 
had  not  matured. 

Moseley  Village,  the  bete  noir  of  former  years  has  received  so 
much  attention  in  recent  years  that  not  much  attention  has  been 
required  to  be  given  to  it  this  year.  Derelict  cottages  near  the 
tunnel  have  been  condemned.  The  arch  over  New  Street  formed  of 
a filthy  and  derelict  building  and  which  shuts  out  light  and  air  from 
the  street  has  been  the  target  of  my  criticisms  for  many  years  past. 
Now  I am  glad  to  say  it  has  been  removed  and  New  Street  for  the 
first  time  opened  up.  Property  between  Prestwood  Road  and 
Bushbury  Road  that  was  in  a very  unsanitary  condition  has  received 
our  attention.  At  the  request  of  your  Committee  I made  a systematic 
inspection  of  all  the  pigsties  in  the  District  both  those  occupied,  and 
those  not  at  the  time  occupied,  and  those  derelict,  and  drew  up  a 
Report  advising  how  each  should  be  dealt  with,  having  regard  to  its 
structure,  its  distance  from  the  nearest  inhabited  house,  its  drainage 
and  the  way  in  which  it  was  kept.  In  many  cases  complete 
demolition  was  recommended,  having  regard  to  the  frequency  with 
which  pigs  have  been  turned  out  by  our  action  only  to  make  way  for 
others  in  a short  time.  When  however  your  Committe  came  to  face 
the  whole  question  you  decided  that  in  view  of  increased  prices  of 
foods  and  other  necessities,  it  was  not  advisible  to  deal  with  the 
matter  on  a comprehensive  scale  at  the  present  time. 

One  crowded  area,  including  a slaughter  house,  off  Wolverhamp- 
ton Road,  has  been  frequently  visited  by  me,  the  Inspector,  and  your 
Housing  Committee.  I prepared  a report  and  the  Inspector  a plan, 
which  with  a few  minor  modifications  was  adopted  by  your  Housing 
Committee  and  several  of  the  instructions  have  been  carried  out. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. — I have  dealt  with  this  fully  in 
previous  years,  and  now  only  propose  to  say  that  the  work  of 
converting  privies  (locally  known  as  ‘dry  ash  closets’)  into  water 
closets  has  been  proceeding  apace  during  the  year.  No  slop  closets 
are  allowed  in  new  buildings  and  2 slop  closets  have  been  converted 
into  water  closets  during  the  year.  Privies  when  converted  are  now 
always  converted  into  water  closets.

Oar  efforts  are  now  concentrated  upon  getting  rid  of  all  existing 
conservancy  closets  and  conversions  into  water  closets.  When  this 
has  been  done  our  attention  will  be  turned  to  the  slop  closets  The 
privy  contents  are  in  most  cases  emptied  into  portable  bins  and 
emptied  into  a tumbler  cart  and  taken  to  a tip.  The  use  of  galvanized 
bins  and  garbage  for  refuse  is  coming  into  more  frequent  use.  The 
use  of  tips  is  very  objectionable  even  though  far  away  from  habitations. 
Some  form  of  mechanical  destruction  should  supplant  this  effete 
method. 

Slaughter  Houses. — One  has  come  in  for  criticism.  It  was  too 
crowded  up  on  all  sides,  the  chief  ventilating  area  was  a louvre 
immediately  over  two  privies,  and  the  occupier  let  the  slaughter 
house  to  a large  number  of  butchers  and  the  work  carried  on  was  far 
too  great  for  the  accommodation  provided.  It  formed  part  of  the 
scheme  recorded  under  the  ‘ Housing  and  Town  Planning  ’ 
paragraph  and  some  of  our  requirements  have  been  carried  out  but 
not  all,  but  I believe  that  your  Committee  intend  that  all  the 
requirements  are  to  be  carried  out.  I inspected  them  all  in  1914, 
most  of  them  this  year. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — I inspected  all  these  during  1914  and 
made  suggestions  for  the  better  conduct  of  the  business,  which  I 
believe  are  being  carried  out. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — I inspected  all  of  these  during  1914. 
Where  I noted  that  privies  were  used,  these  have  been  or  are  shortly 
about  to  be  converted  into  Water  closets.
